The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 16, lines 1-2, delete "an aqueous emulsion of a therapeutically effective 
lipophile in water" and insert — the oil-in-water emulsion of claim 6 — therefor. 
Claim 17, line 1 , after "lipophile" and before "comprises" insert — further 
Claim 1 8, delete the entire text of the claim, and replace it with — A method of 
treating a patient comprising administering an oil-in-water emulsion of claim 6 to the 
patient. — 

Claim 19, delete "lipophile" and insert — lipophilic vitamin — therefor. 
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Claim 20, delete "administering step is conducted orally" and insert — 
administration is oral administration — therefor. 

Claim 21, delete "administration step is conducted topically" and insert — 
administration is topical administration — therefor. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Amending 
claim 6 to closed "consisting of language overcomes the prior art. The amendments to 
rejoined claims process claims 16-21 put those claims in condition for allowance by 
making them dependant on allowable product claims, and by correcting typographical 
and grammatical errors.
